ſumed my hair, and ſuch Part of my cloaths as 14 
eatch'd hold on, and in it laꝝ byraing, &broil- 
ing ſenceleſs, in a miſerable and deplorable con- 
dition, a very conſiderable time as appears by 
the damage { received, till God of his infinite mer 
cy taking pitry on me a miſerable Creature. 
_ Itrexchcd forth his ſaving Arm of help in time 
of need, and plucked me as a brand out o 
the flame, to remain a living monument ©: 
his goodneſs, and providential care over me 
for when my face was in a manner burnt ar- 
_ ſhriveled vp, and the Marrow of my bones bro
